Tayon had an easy thing of it in the fifth 
race, a six and one-half furlongs dash for 
three-year-olds and upward. He ran Blue 
Mint into early submission, and then came 
away easily, winning by one length from 
Fullback, which beat Silver Fizz one and 
one-half lengths for second place.

An unusually large Monday attendance was 
present at Worth yesterday, the day being 
almost ideal for racing purposes. The sport 
was somewhat lacking in excitement on ac- 
count of the dearth of close finishes, a state 
of racing conditions that seldom occurs at the 
Chicago Ridge course. The most important 
race of the afternoon was the fourth, a seven 
furlongs dash for three-year-olds and up- 
w^ard. Of the twelve scheduled to start six 
dodged the issue. Beau Ormonde, on the 
strength of his recent good showing, was 
made an even money favorite and rewarded 
the confidence placed in him by his many 
backers by scoring an easy victor^-. Off sec- 
ond. he at once dashed to the front and dis- 
playing keen speed throughout led all the 
way, winning as his rider pleased by two 
lengths from Gregor K., which beat C. B. 
Campbell one for second place. Gregor K. 
was under keen pressure all through the last 
furlong. C. B. Campbell finished strongly 
outstayed Charley Thompson In the clos- 
ing strides for third place. Prince of Endur- 
ance show’ed speed and ran a promising race. 
He tired only in the last eighth struggle. 
Soon after the start Abe Frank crossed his 
legs and fell, throwing jockey Coburn heav- 
ily. Neither the horse nor rider was hurt 
to any serious extent. 

Many that watched Flying Torpedo’s good 
race for seven furlongs last Saturday thought 
he had a splendid chance to win the last race, 
a mile and seventy yards dash for four-year- 
olds and upward, and he was quickly backed 
from 3} to 14 to 5. Ezell gave him a good 
ride, but lost control of him for a moment 
when making the first turn. Flying Torpedo 
and Scotch Plaid ran in close company to 
the last sixteenth, where the former came 
away winning handily by one length. Scotch 
Plaid tired fast in the closing strides, but 
lasted long enough to beat Alma Girl a neck 
for second place. The latter ran about the 
best race of her career. Caliban began slow- 
ly, but made up some ground in the last 
eighth and finished going fast.

Hedges, the owner of Gregor K., on the other 
hand, claims that jockey Coburn was solely 
responsible, and says that the Bennett rider 
permitted Abe Frank to jump on Gregor K., 
cutting deep gashes on the latter’s hind legs 
and causing the tumble.

Trainer Mc- 
Daniel, after looking Abe Frank over care- 
fully, said that with the exception of hav- 
ing some skin scraped off from his right 
side, the horse was uninjured. 

W. Phillips returned yesterday from Louis- 
ville, where he had gone to inspect the Cook 
horses in charge of “Brown Dick.” The 
trainer fully intended to ship aU the horses 
now at Louisville to Chicago, but finding 
twelve of the two-year-olds sick, decided to 
leave them at the Falls city until they shall 
have recovered. The only one in the string 
which has escaped sickness was the three- 
year-old Lendin, which is entered in the 
American Derby.

GOSStP OF THE TURF. 



Undoubtedly two very good fillies con- 
tested the finish of the Nursery Stakes at 
Uouisville Saturday. After the race, accord- 
ing to the Courier Joumal, Mr. Thomas \V. 
Moore, the trainer of White Plume, and 
brother of her owner, Charles W. Moore, 
was both pleased and disappointed by the 
result. “White Plume is the best two-year- 
old filly in America,” he said after the race. 
“She was giving lumps of weight to everj'- 
thing in the mce. Advantage was in receipt 
of ten pounds and Sanctum was conceded 
six by the scale and three in actual weight, 
yet White Plume got off last, ran around 
her field, was carried wide into the stretch, 
.and with all this tough racing tuck was 
l>eaten Init a short half length and would h.ave 
been first had the mce been .a short distance 
longer. I have no criticism to make of 
Keiff's ride. lie w.as unfortunate in not get- 
ting away, but after he got the filly straight- 
ened out in the stretch he rode a magnifi- 
cent finish. White l*lume is a great filly 
ami can beat anything of her .sex and age 
in this country. ITnless .she has more bad 
luck she will make evei’j’thing in her class 
ch.ase her under the wire.” 

Mr. McDowell’s face was wa’cathed in smiles 
as he received the congratulations of his 
friends. “It is almost equal to winning the 
Derby,” he said. “Advantage is a game filly 
and she ran a remarkable race this after- 
noon. Her mouth is a bit sore and she was 
hard to keep straight, which accounts for 
swinging wide into the stretch. She w’ill be 
might.v hard to beat from this on, and I 
don’t think she will bring any di.scredit on 
the stake which she won. My friend, Mr. 
M(K)re, thinks his filly was the better, but 
as the stable boys .sjiy, ‘the judges hung our 
number up,’ and that is what counts. She 
is a high class race filly and will improve 
even over this afternoon’s performance.” 



Speaking of arrivals at I.jitonia, the Com- 
mercial Tribune of Sunday said: “The big 

string of Rome Respess arrived at the track 
late yesterday afternoon, the trip from 
Woodlawu taking over six hour.s. For all 
that the horses arrived in good shape, 
though all of them are on the big side and 
need hard work to get in racing trim. There 
was a great deal of curiosity on the part of 
the stable help at the track to see the great 
Dick Welles. Dick is a splendid specimen 
of thoroughbr«Hl and looks big enough to 
pull a dray. All the other horses at the track 
are doing well and there is no sickness of 
any kind around.” 

The noted stallion Kxile, winner of the 
Brooklyn Handicap in 1S.S!), went mad Last 
Tue.sday night at the stock farm of his 
owner, Klliott C. Cowdin, at Mount Kisco, 
and was shot to death. He tried to break out 
of his stall in the morning, and when trainer 
Brennan attempted to .sofdhe the horse he 
became so frenzied that Brennan and his 
stablemen proceeded to remove the other 
•animals from the barn. Kxile finally got 
free and rushed wildly at Brennan .and .an 
assistant. They started for a fence, but, as 
the horse was biting and snapping at them, 
they climbed up a tree for .safety. 

Kxile then bit the bark off the tree, threw 
his weight against it, and even bit him.self. 
When it was seen that his case was hope- 
less, Mr. Cowdin reluctantly gave orders to 
have him shot, and a stable hand sent a 
bullet into his brain. 

Kxile’s tirumph in the Brooklyn Handicap 
w'as one of the events in turf hi.story that 
will be handed down for generations to 
come. He was the property of William 
I.jikeland, and though a cripple, was patched 
up especially for that race. He went to the 
post with odds of 10 to 1 about him, and, 
rushing away from his field, he won easily, 
enabling Hakeland, D.avid Gideon and a few 
others who knew of his lit condition, to clean 
up thousands of dollars on his victory. 

Not long after that Kxile went wrong, and 

I-akeland sold him to Charles Reed, of Fair- 
view stud, for $15,000. I^st year, when Mr. 
Reed’s stallions were sold at auction, 
Kxile was knocked down to Mr. Cowdin for 
a paltry $100. The horse always was noted 
for his temper, and while in Kentucky it is 
said that he killed two men. In addition to 
capturing the Brooklyn Handicap, Kxile 
took the Brooklyn Cup and Mayflower Han- 
dicap, Twin City Handicap, and the Wood- 
Lawn Handicap, beating such well known 
horses as Proctor Knott, Klkwood, Prince 
Royal and Terra Cotta. — New York Sun. 

ALLAN-A-DALE. 

A special from Lexington to the Cincin- 
nati Commercial Tribune of Sunday .says: 

“The Kentucky Derby winner of 1902, 



Allan-a-Dale, looks now like a certain rac- 
ing proposition this year, and has, up to 
date, done all that his trainer has asked of 
him. Last Sunday Mr. McDowell came up 
from Louisville and .sent the noted son of 
•Halma— Sudie McNairy six furlongs in 1:16. 
He intended to let him go a mile, but the 
stable jockey rated him badly, as after let- 
ting him loaf the first eighth in 11 seconds, 
he went the next eighth in 11 seconds. Mr. 
McDowell failed to catch the half, but he ran 
the five furlongs in 1:02 flat. At the end of 
six furlongs he was wavitig the boy to pull 
up, or the famous horse would have stepped 
a very fast six furlongs. He came out of the 
work in good shai>e, and next Sunday, if 
the weather conditions are favorable, he will 
go .a full mile against the wat<“h at the Ash- 
land farm track. Mr. McD<.»well is very reti- 
cent as to Allan a-I )ale’s racing pi’ospects 
this y»*.ar, but wh.it little work the son of 
llalm.a has done this siiring indicates that the 
possesses .all his old turn of speed. 

“His owner wiil leave him at the farm until 
lie ships his stable from I.ouisville to I-ato- 
nia, and Allan-a-l>ale will join his string 
tliere. It is not likely he will start the Ken- 
tucky Derby winner before the meeting at 
Washington Park, Chicago, and if the great 
colt stands up the east will first see him at 
Saratoga. Bodily, he looks the perfect pic- 
ture of health and high class form, and with 
sound legs under him many believe Allan-a 
Dale will be easily the king of the turf in 
1903. It is no secret that of all the great 
hor.ses he has owned, McDowell regards the 
son of Halm.a as the best. His other cracks 
he always parted with when he got his price, 
l)ut he set a figure on this colt th.at put 
liim beyond jirospective purcha.sers. He al- 
ways contended, when he was a two-year- 
old, if Nasturtium was worth $50,000 so was 
-Mlan-a-Dale, and .as no buyer ever showed 
up at that price his breeder has always kept 
the .son of Halma in his stable.”
